The greater part of the land on 
which liookout Mountain, Tenn., is 
situated has been claimed by sixty- 
aeven heir* of A. C. MaCaroey, who 

(lied many years ago. The heirs, who 
are suing, expect toestablish the fact 
that A. C. McCamey bought, at a 
nominal price, from James A. White- 
sides, in 1844, several hundred aerea 
of land on the brow of I>ookout 
Mountain and the land on wliich the 
town is situated is part of the pur- 
chase. Mr. McCamey lived but a 
few years after the purehaae and his 
heirs have tilled suit in the Chancery 
Court and have employed half-a-doz- 
en able attorneys to condoettha liti- 
gatioa on their part. 

M<. H. P. McCamey, an tmele of 
Chief of Police Roper and Rho<Ien 
Roper, of this city, is a descendant of 
A. C. McsCamey, but is not number- 
ed among the sixty'seven heirs nam- 
ed in tha^tition filed ia ehaaeary. 

Mr. McCamfy moved from this 
to Princeton about 2i5 yearsago 
He is now in his 83d year and enjoy- 
ing splendid haalth. Though identi 
fied with the intorcata of Princeton 
he is still loyal to Hopkinsville and 
watches with keen interest the rap- 
id growth and prosperity of thatoWn 
which he served without eompansa 
tion as a member of the coundl and 
in many other ways 

About 1880 the establishment of 
free schools for white children was 
brought before the people. When 
the privilige of voting on theques 
t on was .securiMi the hardest fought 
battle that Hopkinsville has ever ex- 
priaaeed waabiegun. The large prop 
erty owners opposed the establish- 
ment of the schools and the poorer 
class laNored them. Ilolh sides were 
determined and one of the two 
newapapers lined up with the heavy 
taxpayers. Henry Blumenstiel, now 
an invalid, and Mr. McCamey were 
among the leaders for the schools and 
to them, and a few others now liv- 
ing, is doa the credit of fighting ev- 
ery inch of ground to the closing of 
the polls for giving to Hopkinsville 
the nucleus of our present public 
schools ayatem, of which every dti 
zen la prood, and which haa dona 
more to make Hopkinsville a city of 
the third class than all other contrib- 
tttiair

Interest in the case of Silas Hutler 
has been aroused among his friends 
and relatives by the 'receipt of a 
letter from him or his attorney at 
Woodward, Okla. 

It will be remembereil that young 
Hutler was arrested here and placed 
in jail January 26 last. The arrest 
was made by Sheriff Smith upon re- 
ceiving* a telegram or letter from 
Sheriff Lou Thomasaon. of Wood 
w.>rd. OUa.. aad tiM charge was 
murder. 

The murder was committed in the 
in ane asylum at Woodward and an 
old insane capitalist was the victim. 
On Thursday fdlowiBg Butiar'a ar- 
rest Sheriff Thomasson arrtvad and 
Butler accompanied him without the 
formality of securing a requisition, 
saying that he waa innocent and 
would aadly prova it. 

Three other men were arrested on 
the same charge and after an exam- 
ining trial were released. Another 
man was said to have been implicated 
in the murder, but aldppad to Texas 
and at laat aeeoonta hitd aot been 
arrested. 

When Butler was arraigned for 
trial and after all evidence had been 
heard, he waa committed to bail. 
Information since received here was 
to the effect that the in.sane capital- 
ist waa not murdered but died from 
some organic trouble. After hear- 
ing this the relatives and friends of 
Hutler thought that the unfortunate 
incident in the life of the jounjr nian ! 
had finally clo.sed. But not so. Sher- 
itr Smith who has known Butler f rum 
childhood , Is heading a Hats of friends 
who will in.'ike affidavit as to the 
good character of Butler and send it 
to Woodward to be used ia tiM furth- 
er defanae of the young man.

CLAYTON BILL. 
Ontroducad Jan. 22, 1914.) 
"Section 1. — From and after two 
yeara from the date of approval of 
thii act no person who is engaged 
aa an individual, or aa a mamber 
ef a aertnerehia* or afe a direotor 
or elhar ofKeor of a eorperatien in 
tha bualneaa, in whole er in part, 
of manufacturing or sainne rail- 
road cars or locomotives, or rail-

CLAYTON BILL. 
(Introduced J.in. ?2. 1914.) 
"Sec. 1?. — That whenever in any 
auit or proceeding, civil or crimi-

DIRECTORATES. 

STANLEY BILL, 
(introduced April 5, 1011.) 
"Prom and after June 30, 1011. ne 
paraon wha ia engaged aa an indi> 
vidual or aa a naember of a part* 
narehip, or aa a director or ether 
officar, or an ampioyee of a corpo- 
ration, in the buaineaa, in whole or 
in part, of manufacturing er aeli> 
ing railroad cart or locomotivea, or 
railroad raila, or structural steel, or 
mining and selling coal, shall act 
aa a director or other officer or em- 
ployee of any railroad company 
which eonduete an interetate oani> 
meree buaineee.
